DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Hillary and Bill Clinton were seen on the 
subway traveling from East Hampton to 
Amagansett last Saturday morning and they 
smiled and waved at our spotter. Martha 
Stewart, reading a cookbook by the Barefoot 
Contessa, Ina Garten, was seen riding from Sag 
Harbor to Bridgehampton on Wednesday. 


LATE NIGHT RULES CHANGE 
Beginning Monday, new streamlined rules 
are going into effect regarding the end-of-the- 
day procedures on Hamptons Subway. The 
subway system shuts down at 2 a.m. for 
maintenance and cleaning and then reopens at 
6 a.m. Current rules call for all trains wherever 
they are on the system to cease taking on new, 
or letting off old, passengers at 1:45 a.m. and 
head straight for the Montauk Yards to arrive 
during the 15-minute interval between 2 and 
2:15 a.m. From Montauk, the Subway night 


bus takes all riders back up the island to their 
destinations. With the new rule, riders will 
have the option to get off at Amagansett on 
the way to Montauk, where “Night Bus 2” will 
take them to their destinations faster. Those 
wishing to stay on until Montauk can still 
do so. And remember, no passengers may 
remain in the cars after arrival at Montauk. 
Cleaning material—particularly the fumigation 
sprays—cause bronchial diseases and allergies 
to flare up. 


NEW PROHIBITION 

Many things are prohibited on the subway. 
Large poisonous snakes, for example, unless 
they are in DOT-approved cages. Surfboards. 
The list of things prohibited is posted at all 
token booths. A new item added this week 
is compressed air balloon inflation devices. 
Recently, a gym instructor from Ajax Exercise 
Studiox in Hampton Bays began inflating a 
medicine ball on the subway between Hampton 
Bays and East Quogue. The medicine ball 
grew and grew and, when the instructor could 
neither turn the compressed air machine off, 
nor disconnect it from the ball, it ultimately 
trapped 30 passengers in one end of the subway 


car for nearly an hour. The passengers were 
finally saved when a trapped antique dealer 
carrying a civil war era rifle—also prohibited— 
stabbed the medicine ball to death with its 
bayonet. Also new to the prohibited list is 
anything that can get into a subway car that can 
be made larger once inside by either an internal 
or external device. 


PARTY CARS COMING 

At the behest of the new Hamptons Subway 
marketing director, Jesus Beaslewitz, the 
subway system has ordered three “party cars” 
from the Battlewattle Subway Car Manufacturing 
Company in Toronto, Canada to our special 
specifications. They will be available for charter 
on the system.beginning July 1. Entry to these 
cars will be by wristband. Special exterior grab 
bars will be available for bouncers. Each car 
will have push-button operation of confetti 
falls, blinking spotlights and DJ-quality sound 
systems. They will be attached as the last car 
to any subway train when chartered. Because 
subway train lengths are tailored perfectly 
to the identical size of all the platforms, this 
means that the subway train will stop twice at 
the station where the party starts and ends. 
It will stop once at its regular positions, then 
move forward one car and stop again so the 
party car sticking out the back can load. This 
will be a minor inconvenience for regular riders, 
but they will get used to it.

PIPE DOWN OVER THERE 

Hamptons town officials have been holding 
public meetings in order to establish new noise 
rules for live music in restaurants and bars. It 
has already been established that amplifiers, 
which are frequently used to render otherwise 
inaudible music audible, will be forbidden. This 
will keep establishments in compliance with 
Hamptons Town Music Code, which forbids

audible live music. But because the new rules 
would need to be enforced by the Hamptons 
Police, the Chief of the Hamptons Police was 
on hand at a recent closed-door session where 
the rules were being discussed, in order to 
provide input as to the implementation of the 
new regime, and he took the opportunity to 
urge a broader approach to eradicating noise 
in these venues. According to Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, the Chief encouraged 
the officials to expand their thinking beyond 
music. “Chief pointed out that, if you’re going 
to talk about noise in restaurants and bars, 
the first thing you have to address is all the 
talking,” said Hirsch. “I mean, people get a 
few drinks in them and they just won’t shut 
up. It gets louder and louder, until you can’t 
hear yourself think. And then the women start 
laughing—oy!” Chief’s idea, said Hirsch, is to set 
statutory limits on the decibel level of speech

and laughter in all cafés, bars and restaurants, 
with a special task force devoted to enforcing 
the new rules. “We figure police will give 
people a warning to keep it down, and if they 
don’t comply or move on, then there’ll be fines 
or the possibility of arrest.” After the proposed 
new rules were made public, there was quite 
a bit of skepticism about whether they were 
even constitutional—several lawyers have 
already threatened to sue on the basis of 
the First Amendment. Hirsch dismissed the 
criticism. “Look, remember in the old days 
when the librarian used to tell you to be quiet? 
Don’t you miss the peaceful, studious 
atmosphere of that old library reading room? 
Well, we’re bringing it back, coming to a 
restaurant near you! You’re welcome!”

Another Pedestrian Accident in Bridgehampton, Still Nothing Done

O n October 5, 2015, Anna Pump, the beloved 
chef and founder of the Loaves & Fishes 
Foodstore, was struck and killed as she walked 
across Montauk Highway in front of the post 
office in Bridgehampton. I recall that within 
48 hours, the entire downtown four blocks of 
that village were festooned with garlands of 
flowers on telephone poles, sidewalk furniture 
and store fronts as the community offered their 
condolences to Ms. Pump’s family. 

At the time, it reminded me of the outpouring 
of public support shown in 1998 when 
Tiffane Walker, a student at the Bridgehampton 
School, was killed crossing Montauk Highway 
right in front of the school. Within hours, 
authorities quickly went into action. The police 
stationed a police car there and placed a 
temporary speed sign on the shoulder of the 
road to show motorists what speed they were 
going as they approached the school crosswalk, 
and what speed they should be going. They 
also soon installed a temporary flashing 
yellow light sign by the side of the road, 
which instructed motorists to slow down. 


The school crosswalk was repainted. No student 
or anyone else was to be hit by a car crossing 
by the school, and since then, no one has been. 
Indeed, the speed signs and flashing lights, 
now in more permanent fixtures, remain up 
today, not just when school is in session, but 
all the time. 

It is fair to say that on October 6, 2015 and 
the days that followed, it was expected the 
Town would quickly take the same sort of 
temporary action to immediately make the main 
street of Bridgehampton safe along that four- 
block stretch. 

Ask anyone who has driven down those four 
blocks during the evening hours what it is like 
today. They will pause before answering. It is 
frightening. The spacing of the street lights 
remains as it was—300 feet between street 
lights, the same spacing you find on open 
stretches of the highway between the different 


villages. Along that four-block downtown 


Main Street of Bridgehampton there are seven 
restaurants doing steady business after the 
sun goes down. People are everywhere. And 
in the darkness, motorists look every which 
way as they proceed through. Near-misses 


happen every night. Meanwhile, in two years 
and three months, nothing of any real use has 
happened to fix this situation. It is the Town of 
Southampton’s job to do something. They have 
not. And no one can say that they have not had 
the wherewithal to do it. Within 60 days of the 
accident, our local state representatives Fred 
Thiele and Ken LaValle secured $700,000 in 
state funding for the Town to use to make this 
traffic situation safe. The money sits, unused, 
two years and three months later. 

Here are the most recent developments, or 
non-developments, in this situation during the 
last six months. 

On August 3, 2017, a consulting firm named 
L.K. McLean Associates presented the plan 
they were hired to create to the Town Board. 
It suggested a wide range of improvements in 
pedestrian and traffic flow, including traffic 
islands, lighted crosswalks, a new traffic light 
and other things. 

On August 9, 2017, Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman told The Southampton Press 
that before proceeding further he wanted 
to get more input from the Bridgehampton 
Citizens Advisory (Continued on next page) 
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Committee and State Assemblyman Fred Thiele 
Jr., who helped secure the $700,000. After 
that there would be detailed cost estimates, a 
final summary report and then, presumably, 
they would move on to the bidding process. 
Estimated costs would consume $380,000 of 
the $700,000. 

On January 10, 2018, the Southampton Town 
Director of Public Transportation and Traffic 
Safety Tom Neeley—what town this size has 
a Director of Public Transportation and 
Traffic Safety?—told The Sag Harbor Express 
that new traffic lights would be in place “as 
early as” next summer with new crosswalks 
coming soon thereafter. 

In that same article in the Express, the 
chairwoman of the Bridgehampton Citizen’s 
Advisory Committee Pamela Harwood said, “I 
can assure everybody...that there is nothing 
happening.” 

Oh, and this is a little out of sequence. 
On December 23, 2017, just four weeks ago, 
Cerene DeSilvia, 45, was struck by a car while 
crossing the Montauk Highway in the crosswalk 
closest to the Loaves & Fishes Cookshop. 
She is the innkeeper of the Bridgehampton 
Inn. The police came and reported on the 
accident. She was injured but declined to go 
to the hospital. “I was hit hard enough that | 
bounced from one side of it to the other,” she 

told the Express. 

’ Indeed, between 2014 and 2016, there were 
386 accidents in the Bridgehampton hamlet 
along Montauk Highway, 8 of which involved 


pedestrians. On average, 30,800 vehicles drive 
through the hamlet every day. We know this 
because, as part of the L.K. McLean Associates 
study of the hamlet, these counts were taken 
and recorded. 

It is interesting to note that at the first 
anniversary of the death of Anna Pump, it was 
found that the Southampton Town had yet to 
even hire a consultant to study what should 
be done with the state’s gift of $700,000 to fix 
the problem. One should have been hired the 
month of the gift. Then, after that one year, it 
still took until March 8, 2017, nearly another six 
months, for the ink to dry on a contract with 
L.K. McLean. 

The issue here, really, is that the Town has 
been delinquent in coming up with a short-term 
fix following the death of Anna Pump. The Town 
(and the police) moved quickly for a temporary 
solution to a dangerous situation after the 
death of Tiffane Walker in the 1990s. But in this 
case, they did not. 

The Town’s failure to take any action 
resulted in efforts by a private citizen to do 
something. In December 2015, two months 
after Anna Pump was killed, according to the 
Southampton Press, local resident Dick Bruce 
spent $633 of his own money to purchase 
two green pedestrian crossing signs. He 
put them up himself. He had them up at-the 
crosswalks by the post office and at a crosswalk 
at Thayer’s Hardware & Patio down the street. 
A few months later he put up another after one 
went missing. 


Did the Town lift a finger? Nope. They were 
all caught up with the State Department of 
Transportation, the ‘Concerned Citizens 
of Bridgehampton, the Town’s Director of 
Public Transportation and Traffic Safety, the 
McLean study, the New York Power Authority, 
the Towns Parks and Recreation Department 
(who examined the trees blocking the street 
lights in the fall of 2015), the public who 
need to have their say and other pieces of 
the grand symphony that will make up what 
will eventually, someday, be an agreement 
about the changes needed to make downtown 
Bridgehampton safe. Maybe. 

Here are a few obvious things that should. 
have been done immediately after Anna 
Pump’s death: Install floodlights high up on 


_telephone poles or on commercial buildings 


nearby to highlight the crosswalks. Bring in 
and post temporary speed signs and blinking 
lights by the side of the road. Put signs on 
cones that read YIELD TO PEDESTRIANS 
in the center of the crosswalks. Put SLOW 
DOWN signs on the sides of the road 
entering the town. Put brighter light bulbs in 
the existing streetlights. 

The main street is unsafe TODAY and even 
more unsafe TONIGHT. 

On January 10, 2018, Southampton Town’s 
Director of Public Transportation and Traffic 
Safety told the Sag Harbor Express “to qualify for 
the [$700,000] funding, you need a budget that 
has to be based on a plan.” 

That is coming SOON. @&

Diamond Matches 


An Imaginary Description of the Match Factory in Chico, California

hen winter storms come through, the 

snow piles up, and it is a time for people 
on the East End to hunker down in front of a 
roaring fire. | am one of them. On the coffee 
table in my living room, as always at this time of 
year, is a rectangular box of “strike anywhere” 
wooden kitchen matches made by Diamond. We 
are all familiar with them—300 come in a red- 
and-blue box. They not only light when struck 
on any rough surface—a piece of slate, a brick, 
the side of a fireplace—they also light when 
struck on the rough patch on one long side 
of the box, producing a great comforting flare 
of a flame. The company has rightly earned 
its place as part of the fire-lighting experience 
in America. 

The latest box I bought has something new 
on it, though. The box is not only red and blue, 
but also—almost half of it—an environmentally 
approved green, with pictures of leaves 
and sunshine in the background. The word 
“greenlight” appears on this half of the box, 
partially blocking a sun, and below it reads 
the copy, “Includes wood from responsibly 
managed forests.” 

I should be proud, as | light my fire, sending 
polluting smoke out up into the atmosphere, 
that I am starting it in an environmentally 
responsible way. 

Well, I take issue with this. The notice says 


“includes,” so it does not necessarily pertain 


to all the matches. It also says these forests 
are “responsibly managed,” where, presumably, 
certain forests get new saplings to replace 
the trees cut down into matches. Elsewhere, 
does this seem to suggest, trees in the wild 
are cut down and hauled off in a most 
irresponsible manner? 

Because of this confusing marketing, I now 
reveal my picture of a big Diamond match 
factory—totally imaginary, mind you—that my 
mind considers to exist in Chico, California, 


not far from the forests where these matches 


come from. (I googled the Diamond website to 
learn of Chico. I also learned Diamond produces 
12 billion matches a year.) 

This imaginary factory is vast. It sits on the 
edge of a forest. Big lumber trucks deliver stacks 
of giant irresponsibly cut-down tree trunks intoa 
loading bay where former longshoremen (let go 
after robots arrived) work unstacking, hauling 
and re-stacking the trunks in the warehouse 
attached to the factory. Inside, lumberjacks 
wearing goggles and using buzz saws cut each 
supine trunk into the pieces of lumber that, 
when further cut by rows of Chinese women 
sitting at tables wearing white hairnets and 
dust masks, results in the tiny wooden sticks 
we all know today. Next, the tips of these sticks 
are briefly dipped into a soupy phosphorous 
vat (fire extinguishers are everywhere), then 
placed in rows on a moving assembly-line belt 
to be counted into groups of 299 and bunched 
into red-and-blue (and now green) boxes to be 


put into cartons and forklifted into the backs of 
waiting delivery trucks. 

The pride of the factory I have conjured, 
however, is a three-acre plot of land out back, 
entirely planted in responsibly managed rows 
of trees. Once every month, a rabbi offers a 
blessing over one of the trees, which is then 
marked R with a marker (for “Responsible”) and 
cut down by strong men wielding axes, and is 
then gently carried inside by retired nightclub 
bouncers, for processing, to the longshoremen 
and the Chinese women. 

As soon as the tree goes off, the executives 
of the company, in a great ceremony, walk 
out to where this tree was felled and, using 
silver shovels, have a ceremony climaxing with 
the digging of the first shovelful of dirt to 
create the hole where a new young replacement 
sapling will be placed. Speeches are made. A 
band plays. 

Meanwhile, back inside the factory, the 
400,000 tiny toothpick-sized responsible 
matchsticks are set in a fur-lined dumpster 
(fur from an animal shot legally) near the 
assembly line where the sticks go in the boxes. 
This line moves along swiftly, and it takes a 
team of six track stars to rush one special 
responsible match from the collecting bin to 
the assembly line to place it, by hand, into 
the pile of 299 being readied for boxing, so 
the full 300 “includes wood from responsibly 
managed forests.” 

And so we strike a match for the environment. && 
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This Week’s Cover Artist: B. Camner Rothschild 


It’s not often that a portrait 
features on the cover of 
Dan’s Papers. There was one 
_ last year of Dan himself atop 
_a lobster, but that was less 
a portrait of Dan the man 
as it was a painting of the 
“Welcome to Dan’s Country” 
statue, which greets visitors 
as they approach the 
East End. One more that 
comes to mind is Barry Rockwell’s 2014 cover 
featuring a portrait of Albert Einstein—but Dan 
writes about Einstein, who found respite on the 
North Fork in 1939, often. This week’s cover, 
a portrait of the artist B. Camner Rothschild’s 
granddaughter when she was five years old, 
is so stunning it was impossible to pass up. 
“I always loved doing portraitures, capturing 
the likeness of an individual, their spirit, their 
energy, their internal thoughts,” the artist says, 
adding that, of course, this is something she 
tries to portray in all her paintings. 
What was the process of creating this piece? 
The painting was created with a technique 
called verdaccio, an underpainting technique, 
which originates from the Italian fresco 
painters of the early Renaissance. Verdaccio, 
in this case, was an underpainting painted 
with green tones, then painted over with 
the colors you see. The realistic flesh tones 
are a direct result of the green underpainting 
creating a soft greenish-gray cast and the

shadows of the flesh tones. 
What training have you had as 
an artist? 

Early. in my art career 
I studied under Dr. Fred 
Linden. As a colorist/painter 
during the 1980s and ’90s I 
was very much involved with 
large format modern abstracts, 
following the likes of Willem 
de Kooning, Franz Kline, Helen 
Frankenthaler, Hans Hoffman 
and Robert Motherwell, just to 
name a few. 

During the 90s I 

transitioned into painting 
still lifes, landscapes and 
portraitures, attending many 
art workshops led by some 
of the most talented people 
in the field including Frank 
Covino, Carl Lubow, Dan Slapo, 
Jason Chang, Robert Armetta 
and my close, dear friend 
Howard Rose. 
Is there any piece of advice 
you’ve received from a 
mentor that you’ve always 
remembered?

uch like a Beatle, Darren Ottati is famous for 

his music and his hair. But this classically 
trained tenor doesn’t sport a bowl cut. When he’s 
not on stage performing with his quartet, Ottati is 
working as a popular hairstylist at Gayle’s Beauty 
Salon, his Hampton Bays business. 

Ottati returns to the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) stage on 
Sunday, February 11 for what is shaping up to 
be another sold-out performance.

The novel begins on the Randall plantation. Cora 
is alone, abandoned by her mother at a young age, 
attempting to make it through the indignities of daily 
life. When Caesar, a fellow slave newly arrived at 
Randall plantation, propositions that Cora run away 
with him, Cora’s first reaction is to say no. After a 
brutal beating at the hand of a slavemaster, Cora 
changes her mind, and the two are soon on the run 
toward their first stop on the Railroad with the help 
of a white man. The train itself is a masterpiece. 
The way Whitehead describes it with such detail, 
down to the type of tile on the platform, brings 
the reader into a new world at each station. Cora 
is similarly amazed. The journey to the train is not 
easy, and Caesar and Cora run into major obstacles, 
culminating in the murder of a boy who attempts 
to catch the slaves on their trek through the 
woods. But once Cora and Caesar arrive at their 
first destination, South Carolina, all troubles seem 
to be forgotten. Cora, with a new identity, enters 
society. For once, she has a taste of freedom. 
But nothing is as good as it appears. Soon Cora is 
on the run again, this time without Caesar, and 
her life takes a turn for the worse. 

Whitehead’s use of the railroad is brilliant. As 


readers, we feel excitement at each stop as we 
anticipate what awaits Cora. Though there’s great 
injustice and inhumanity in each of the states Cora 
travels through, there are also allies who give the 
reader hope for a better world. Cora’s destination 
in the North, Indiana, has its own troubles, though 
at first it seems to be a safe haven. Through it all, 
though, we have a strong character who does not 
give up her dream of freedom. 

There are certain sections of the novel in which 
the narrator changes, and we get a taste of what 
other characters are going through. The antagonist, 
Rideway the slave catcher, is followed throughout 
Cora’s story and makes the novel’s ending, where 
the two meet again for the last time, that much 
more gratifying for the reader. The story, in all the 
different narratives and perspectives, is one full of 
courage and hope, while riven by ruthlessness and

intense cruelty. It looks at America’s history with 
condemnation and sheds light on the struggles of 
African-Americans. 

Through the varying degrees of malice African- 
Americans face at each of Cora’s destinations, there’s 
a chance for reflection on the current state of racism 
in America. Though Cora is not always threatened 
with overt violence, there’s always something roiling 
beneath the surface. The Underground Railroad 
confronts the dirty history that America was built 
on and gives it a personal narrative through the 
strong voice of a 17-year-old girl. Whitehead has 
given us a work of fiction that has a tragic history as 
its foundation.

the mind with the body.” Sounds like yoga, right? 
Bernstein continues, “Pilates and yoga compliment 


each other. Working on your core in Pilates will 
help with poses in yoga. One is no better than the 
other—only the experience of the student makes one 
preferable over the other. Spirituality or mind/body 
conditioning?

Tips tor Cold Weather Pet Care on the East End

good rule of thumb is, if it’s too cold for you to 
be outside, it’s too cold for your dog. But like 
most people, most dogs enjoy winter fun outdoors. 

With the right preparation, there’s no reason why 
our four-legged friends can’t frolic in the snow and 
relish the winter weather. It’s our responsibility as 
owners to make sure they do it safely. 

A dog’s coat is essential for protecting his skin, 
shading them from the sun in warm weather and 
keeping them warm in the cold. Going in and out 
of the cold can dry your dog’s skin. Brushing your 
dog is a way to remove dead skin cells and increase 
circulation. Bathing also helps—just be sure to 
completely dry your pup after washing. 

Many people believe regular bathing isn’t good 

_ for dogs, but this isn’t necessarily true. It won’t be a 
problem if you keep baths to one per week and use 
the right shampoo. Never use shampoo designed 
for a human’s more acidic pH. Find a shampoo pH 
balanced for dogs’ more alkaline skin. Petmd.com 
suggests a pH7, which is a solid bet for most dogs. 

Many dogs, just like children, love playing in the 
snow. It’s important to keep your dog safely confined 
within a fenced yard or on a leash during walks. 

Maintaining close leash control is crucial when 
strolling along roads where cars could lose control 

_while braking on snow and ice. 

Winter is the worst time to lose track of a dog. 

They use their sense of smell to find the way home, 


and this is more difficult when everything is covered 
in snow. Smaller dogs, especially white ones, are also 
very hard to see in deep powder. And they’ll be more 
likely to misstep, which could lead to getting buried 
or falling into a loosely covered pool or frozen pond. 

While it’s true that many small dogs struggle with 
the cold, size isn’t always the determining factor. If 
you choose to dress your dog for the cold, stay away 
from bulky coats that inhibit movement. Windproof 
material lined with polar fleece for comfort and 
warmth allow your dog to move freely and stay 
warm. The coat shouldn’t fit too tightly or be too 
loose. Any rubbing parts could irritate. 

Protecting your dog’s chest, back and flanks is 
important, but the winter can also be brutal on their 
paws. Before going out; you can apply Musher’s 
Secret, a paw wax developed for sled dogs that forms 
a protective barrier over your pup’s pads. If you can’t 
find Musher’s, try Bag Balm or Vaseline. 

Longhaired dogs should have the fur trimmed 
short around their pads, which will prevent ice balls 
from forming between the digital and metacarpal 
pads. A dog’s pads are also. vulnerable to salt, 
de-icing chemicals and sharp ice or objects hidden 
beneath the snow. It’s a good idea to keep a bowl 
of lukewarm water along with a towel by your front 
door to rinse away chemicals and dry your dog’s feet 
after coming inside. 

Depending on your dog’s coat and the type of 
snow, ice balls can also form on your dog’s legs and 
belly. When the snow packs easily, it forms ice balls

on longer haired dogs, but lukewarm water will melt 
them right off. Avoid using hot water, which will 
cause pain. 

It’s just as important to keep your dog hydrated 
in the winter as it is in the warmer seasons. 
Dogs burn calories and energy as their bodies 
attempt to keep warm. 

Of course, the bést place for dogs in the coldest 
weather is inside a warm home on a cozy bed. #&

eautiful Lasata has new owners. The property, 
when listed for sale a year ago, was subdivided 

into the main parcel with the house on seven acres 
and a four-acre empty parcel with grass tennis 
court.

Lasata was the childhood summer home of 
Jackie Kennedy Onassis. The former Bouvier

estate on Further Lane in East Hampton debuted 
on the market in May for $52 million. That was the 
price for the house and all 11 acres of land. The price 
was cut in June by $5 million, then in September, 
another $5 million, then again another $5 million. 
Lasata (which allegedly means “Place of Peace”) 
was built around 1915 in the Arts and Crafts style. 
The patriarch of the family that produced such 
disparate characters as Jackie Kennedy Onassis, 
Little Edie Beale and Lee Radziwill, was John Vernou 
Bouvier Jr. (aka “The Major”), a successful lawyer 
who married an heiress. He purchased Lasata in 
1925. Young Jackie spent summers at the house, 
showing her dogs and jumping ponies in East 
Hampton. She loved the place 
even after it was sold, following 
The Major’s death. 
The house, repped by Susan 
Breitenbach at Corcoran, 
Carol Nobbs and Eileen O’Neill 
at Elliman and Peter Turino 
at Brown Harris Stevens, was 
restored by its current owners 
when they’ purchased it 
10 years ago, along with its 
< Zuest house, pool house and 
= garage. They have respected 
@ : the house’s_ original Arts 
2 and Crafts style using vintage 
$Tiffany lighting and Stickley 
8furniture in the kitchen. The 
fine old grounds, with rolling 


green lawns and mature trees including linden, 
London planes, cork and American elm trees, are a 
fitting setting for the house.
